TELLS COLIEAGUES 
ABOUT CONFERENCE 


TAKES FLOOR TO SAY HE 
WILL FIGHT HOOVER VIEWS 


ON RELIEF MATTER 


WASHINGTON, July 6. 


(IP)—In a dramatic address 
to the house, Speaker Gar- 
ner told his colleagues to- 
day he would fight to the 
end against President Hoo- 
ver's views on relief legisla- 
tion. 


Taking the floor in a. surprise 
move after the conferences be- 
tween congressional 
leaders and 
Mr. Hoover had ended in a dead- 
lock, the speaker shouted that 
the chief executive wanted a "se- 
lected clientele" to reap the ben- 
efits of the reconstruction corpor- 
ation. 


"We propose to say to the presi- 
dent that there -shall be no more 
class legislation," Garner roared as 
the packed galleries and the silent 
members listened attentively. 


"I can say now and I have the 
president's authority for it, that 
this country is in worse shape 
now than it has been in its his- 
tory," Garner continued. 
"For when I asked the president 
he replied that the appropriation 
of $300,000,000 might lead to a 
panic. 
"His policy has been so uncer- 
tain that if he looks for a panic 
around the corner, maybe we can 
look for good times." 
Garner said he held out for the 
principle of broadening the base 
of the reconstruction corporation 
so all persons could benefit -from 
it instead of any one class.

V-The conviction of Elliott R 


Hathaway of Fall River of first 
degree murder in the death of 
yerna E. Russell, Portsmouth stu- 
dent nurse, a conviction which 
carries with it a mandatory sen- 
tence of life imprisonment, today 
was upheld by the state supreme 
court. Appeals for a new trial on 
three separate grounds were de- 
nied. 


The slaying of Miss Russell, a 


resident, of Portsmouth, R. I., and 
a. student nurse at the Truesdale 
hospital, Fall River, attracted wide 
attention when her body was dis- 
covered in a lane in Tiverton on 
the morning of March 24, 1931. 
An autopsy by the state revealed 
she had been strangled to death. 


Hathaway, who admitted being 
with her the previous night, fled 
from the state, but later surrend- 
ered to Rhode Island authorities 
to face a murder charge. 
The 
state contended Hathaway took 
the girl for a ride, made advances 
to her which she repelled and 
then strangled her in his attack. 


Hathaway testified that he and 
the girl had held a petting party, 
that she had drunk raw gin and 
nad suddenly strangled and cough' 
ed and then became limp from 
some cause which he could not 
account for. The defense tried to 
show that a piece of bridgework 
from the girl's mouth had become 
lodged In her throat and caused 
death.
